49TH NATIONAL FILM AWARDS 
SHORTTTTLE AND COMMENCEMENT: 

1. These regulations may be called the National Film Awards Regulations, and shall come into force with immediate 
effect 


AIMS: 

2. The Awards aim at encouraging the production of films ofascthctic and technical excellence and social relevance 
contributing to the understanding and appreciation of cultures of different regions of the country in cinematic form 
and thus also promotion integration and unity of the nation 

DEFINITION: 

3 In these regulations, unless the context otherwise requires 

(a) "Board” means the Central Board of Film Certification, 

(b) “Direcloratc” means the Directorate of Film Festivals; 

(c) “Awards” means National Film Awards; 

(d) "Producer” includes an individual producer, a production company, a Government 
Department or a Government recognised Institute; and 

(c) “Right Holder” means the owner of the negative who is authorised to order prints of cinematographic films on the 
lab for a particular film. 

ORGANISERS: 

4. The Awards will be organised by the Directorate; or such other organisation as may be notified from time to time, on behalf 
of the Government oflndia. 
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SECTION: 

5 The Awards will have the following sections — 

(l) Feature Films, and 

(ii) Non-Feature Films 

AWARDS FOR FEATURE FILMS SECTION : 

6 The Awards which will be given in the Feature Films Section arc gi\cn in Schedule 1 to these Regulations. 

7. If a Film qualifies for more than one award in any of the categories referred Loat(i) to (ix). (xxvin) and (xxrx) of Schedule 
I, the producer and/or the director of the film will receive only the higher award being determined on the basis of the 
cash component However, this will not debar the producer and/or the director from winning any award for other 
films. 

AWARDS FOR NON-FEATURE FILM SECTION: 

8 The awards which will be given in the Non-feature films Section arc given in Schedule II to these 
Regulations 

DADA SAHEB PHALKE AWARDS: 

9 In addition to the competition awards mentioned in Schedule I and II, the Government oflndia, in its discretion, will 
give an award called Dada Saheb Phalkc Award to a film personality for outstanding contribution to the growth and 
development of Indian Cinema, which will consist of a SwarnaKamal, acashPruc ofRs 2,00,000 and a shawl. 

ELIGIBILITY: 

10 Only those persons whose names arc on the credit titles of the film and arc normally residing and working in India 
shall be eligible for the award. Members of staff of the Organisers would not be eligible for the awards in any 
category. 

A The produccr/production company shall ensure that the names indicated in the entry form tally with the credit 
titles appearing in the film. A certificate to this effect shall be furnished by the producer 

B “While furnishing information in column 10 of the entry form, the Produccr/Production company should ensure 
that complete postal address, telephone number, fax number, if any, is furnished.” 

11. The following films shall be eligible for entry into the two competition sections . 

(a) (i) Those feature and non-feature films that have been produced in India and certified by the Board between 1st 

January 2001 and 3 1 si December 2001. 

(ii) The Director should be of Indian nationality. If the film is a co-production, at least one producer must be 
associated with a company registered in India. ’ 

(b) Films in 16 mm, 25mm or in a wider gauge made in any Indian language and certified by the Central Board ofFilm 
Certification as a feature film or featurette are eligible for feature film category Films originally shot in any of tire 
video formats shall not be considered as eligible In the case of award for Best Children's Film only such films 
shall be eligible as have been certified by the Board as Children’s films. 

The question whether a film is a feature film or non-feature film shall be decided by the Feature Film Jury and Us 
decision shall be final. Therefore, doubtful eases shall be referred to the Feature Film Jury for a decision. 

(c) For the non-feature films section only those films that arc certified by the Central Board of Film Certification as 
documcntary/ncwsrccl/non-fiction are eligible for non-feature film category. Short fiction films like students’ 
diploma films shall also be considered under this category 

(d) A film produced by a film institute recognised by the Government of India shall be eligible even without 
certification by the Board, provided a specific certificate from the Head of the organisation to the effect that the 
film has been produced within the eligibility period, is sent alongwith the entry form. 

(c) The acceptable gauge of the film is 35 mm or 16 mm. 

(f) English sub-titled prints of the film entered arc preferred. 

(g) Films submitted should be in their original first CBFC (Central Board ofFilm Certification) certified version 
except filin(s) produced by Film Institute(s) recognised by Government oflndia as per provisions of clause (d) 
above.

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12. The following shall not be eligible for entry in the competition 1 — 

(a) Remake of a film that has already won a National Award in any category. 

(b) Dubbed version of a film or revised version of a film. 

LAST DATE FOR RECEIPT OF ENTRY 

13. Last date for receipt of the application alongwith the print in the Directorate of Film Festivals shall be the 17th of 

June 2002. 

PROCEDURE FOR ENTRY OF FILM 

14. (a) A film shall be entered only by its producer. 

(b) A film can be entered for all the awards or for one or more awards in a section 


15. The producer should submit his/her entry in the Entry Form as in Schedule III, in duplicate. The form must be 
completed in all respects and should be accompanied by all the material mentioned in Regulation No 16, failing 
which the entry is liable to be rejected by the Directorate. 

16. Along with the Entry Form the following shall also be furnished by the Producer — 

(1) (a) An undertaking in Schedule IV. 

(b) An undertaking in Schedule V. 

(c) A non-rcfundablc entry fee of Rs. 2500/- for feature film and Rs. 750/- for non-feature film in the form of a 
crossed Demand Draft in favour of “Pay & Account Officer (MS), Ministry of l&B" payable at the State Bank 
of India, New Delhi. 

(d) Two certified copies of the censor certificate. 

(2) In the case of a feature film the following shall also be furnished alongwith the Entry Form. 

(a) Five copies of the detailed synopsis in English or Hindi comprising of 3 to 4 pages on standard A-4 size bond 
papier. 

(b) 5 copies of English/Hindi translation of dialoguc/commenlary of films produced in a non-scheduled language 
or dialect. 

(c) Short biographical sketches of producer, director, screenplay writer, leading and supporting artists, cameraman, 
audiographer, editor, art director, costume designer, choreographer, special effects creator, lyricist, music 
director and playback singer alongwith two photographs each : 

Provided that if a film is being entered for specific award(s), biographical sketches and photographs should 
relate to the person who arc to be considered for the award(s) for which entry has been made 

(d) Five copies of lyrics each in original languages alongwith Five copies of the English or Hindi translation 
and an audio cassette of the songs of the films if the producer desires his film to be considered for the Best 
Lyric Award. 

(3) In the case of non-feature film, the following shall be furnished alongwith the Entry Form 

(a) Five copies of synopsis in English y r Jjindi m not more than two pages on standard A-4 size bond paper. 

(b) Short biographical sketches of the producer, director, music director, animator (in case of animation films), and 
cameraman (in case of news films) alongwith two photographs each. 

(4) The cost for sending the print and other material to the Directorate is to be borne by the entrant. The cost of the 
return freight will be borne by the Directorate. 

(a) An affidavit shall be furnished by the applicant on a stamp paper of the value ofRs. 5/- duly verified, declaring 

that the information furnished in the entry form for the film “-—” and other forms submitted is true to 

the best knowledge of the applicant; and in the case of films certified by the C.B F.C., the print of the film being 
submitted as required under clause (4) below represents the original first CBFC certified version and that the 
applicant has not made any change whatsoever therein after original certification by the Board. 

(b) In the case of Non-Feature Films, the affidavit may include a declaration of originality for the music score. 

17. In the case of the award for the best film providing popular and wholesome entertainment [kindly sec (iii) of 

schedule 1J only the Film Federation of India shall have the right to nominate upto a maximum oflO films For the 

purpose of those nominations, the Film Federation of India, shall obtain application in the prescribed form (from the 
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Producers concerned) and forward them to the Directorate alongwith the print of the film and the material/information 
referred to m Regulation 16, before the 17th June, 2002. 

18. The despatch details of the print such as the title of the film, number of reels, mode of transport, consignment no. 
etc. should be communicated to the Directorate by telegram or telex or fax. The Directorate reserves the right to 
reject any entry if the print is not received by the prescribed date. 

PROCEDURE FOR SELECTION 

19 (a) Award in competition selections will be decided by two juries, one for feature films and other for non-feature fi lm s 
and short fiction films, to be constituted by the Directorate with the approval of the Government of India. 

(b) The jury for feature films will be composed of a Chairperson and not more than 24 members distinguished in the 
field of cinema, other allied arts and humanities. 

(c) The jury for non-feature films will be composed of a Chairperson and not more than 4 members distinguished in 
the field of cinema, other allied arts and humanities. 

20. (a) The Chairperson of the Feature Film Jury, at his discretion, may constitute^) panels from amongst the members 

of the Jury'. 

(b) Each panel will recommend not more than 25% of the films viewed by it for the combined viewing by the full jury, 

(c) The jury shall have the right to recall not more than such percentage of total no. of entries received as has been 
decided by the jury before the screening of the films for the panels start. 

(d) The Chairperson of the Feature Film Jury and the non-Fcature Film Jury may seek advice of experts in specialised 
areas, whenever necessary. 

21. (a) Any person directly or indirectly associated with the film entered for competition in feature or non-feature 

category, shall not be eligible to serve on any of the jury panels. 

(b) Any person who is related cither by blood or marriage to any of those whose work is to be adjudged shall not also 
be eligible to serve on these jury panels 

22. Thcjurics will determine their own work procedure. 

23 The quorum for the final deliberations of the jury', both in the case of feature and non-feature films, shall be 75% of 
the members of the concerned jury' and the Chairperson 

24. Thcjurics shall select the award winners and give their reports to the Directorate. 

25 Thcjurics shall have the discretion to recommend that an award in any particular category may not be given if they 
arc of the opinion that the entries in that category are not of the required standard. 

26 The Director of the Directorate and/or his/her nominee will be present at the time of the deliberations of the juries in 
order to provide lnformalion/clarifications, if any, required by thcjurics. 

GENERAL 

27. The decision of the Government of India in respect of matters covered by these Regulations and of the Interpretation 
of these Regulations shall be final. 

28. A person submitting an entry for the award shall be deemed to have accepted these Regulations.

—The Government of India in the Ministry of Information and Broadcasting hereby notify 
the National Award for the Best writing on Cinema Regulations as in the Annexure. 


REGULATIONS 


A. C, DUGGAL, Jt. Secy. 


Short title and Commencement: 


1. These regulations may be called the National Award for the Best writing on Cinema Regulations, and will 
come into force with Immediate effect. 

Aims: 

2. The awards aim at encouraging study and appreciation of cinema as an art form and dissemination of 
Information and critical appreciation of this art-form through publication of books, articles, reviews etc. 

Definitions: 

3. In these regulations, unless the context otherwise requires, 'Directorate’ means the Directorate of Film 
Festivals. 

Organisers: 

4. The Awards will be organised by the Directorate of Film Festivals (hereinafter referred to as the ‘Directorate 1 ) 
or such other organisations as may be notified from time to time, on behalf of the Government of India. 

Awards: 

5. The following awards will be given : Best Book on Cinema : (a) Swarna Kamal and a cash prize of Rs. 
15,000 to the author/authors of the book in case of joint authors, the cash prize will be equally divided among 
the recipients. 

(b) Swarna Kamal and a cash prize of Rs. 15,000 to the publisher of the Book. 

(c) Best Film Critic : Swarna Kamal and a cash prize of Rs. 15,000. 

Eligibility: 

6. (1) Any Book on Cinema published in India In any language between 1 st January and 31 st Dec. 2001 (both 
days inclusive). 

(2) Translation, Abridgements and edited or annotated works are not eligible. 

(3) Anthologies of artides written by the same author, but published in a book form within the eligibility period 
are also eligible. 

"Entry of a book and/or article written by any member of staff of the Organisers will not be permissible." 

7. The award for "Best Film Critic" will be given to the best critic of the year for critical studies, reviews or 
articles on cinema published in Indian newspapers, magazines and journals between 1st January and 31st 
December, 2001 in any language. 

Last date for Receipt of Entries : 

8. The last date of receipt of entries for both the awards is the 17th June, 2002. 

Procedure of Entry: 

9. Entry can be submitted in the case of Award for Best Book on Cinema, by Its author or publisher and in the 
case of Award for the Best Film Critic by the Critic himself or by the publisher/editor of the newspaper/ 
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magazine/journal: Provided that the award will be given only to the author/critic. 

10. Entries should be submitted to the Directorate in the entry form. 

11. Books/articles can be recommended for consideration by the Directorate by the films societies affiliated to 
the Federation of Film Societies of India, by the Film Federation of India, Sahitya Kala Akademies, or any 
recognised literary/cultural organisation with full address of the publisher/author. The Directorate may then 
contact such authors to entertheir books/articles for consideration for the awards. If the publisher/author do 
not enter their works for the awards, these will not be considered by the July. 

12. (1) In the case of entries for the Award for Best Book on Cinema, the following shall be furnished along with 
the entry form. 

(a) 5 copies of the book entered for the awards, along with cash memo for the books; 

(b) 10 copies of brief summary of the book in English or Hindi; 

(c) Short biographical sketch of the author(s); and the publisher(s) (in English or Hindi); 

(d) 2 recent photographs of the author(s); and 

(e) 6 sets of publicity material (if any), 

(2) The Directorate will reimburse the cost of the book if the entries are accepted. 

13. In the case of entries for the award for the Best Film Critic, the following shall be furnished along with the 
entry form: 

(a) Clipping of the works, which should not be less than 5 and not more than 10 in number, along with the 
names of newspapers etc. In which these were published and the dates of publications. Entry form must be 
accompanied by 5 copies of each clipping. 

(b) Short biographical sketch of the Critic in English/Hindl; and 

(c) 2 recent photographs of the critic. 

14. A non-refundable entry fee of Rs. 750/- per entrant (irrespective of the number of books or articles submitted) 
in the form of a crossed Demand Draft in favour of “Pay & Accounts Officer (MS) Ministry of I&B" payable at 
the State Bank of India, New Delhi. 

Procedure for Selection : 

15. (1) The awards will be decided by a Jury for Best Writing on Cinema to be constituted by the Government of 
India. 

(2) The Jury will consist of three members, including the Chairman, distinguished in the field of literature, 
journalism and cinema. 

16. The Chairman of the Jury may seek assistance of person conversant with the language in which entries have 
been accepted. 

17. Any person directly or in directly associated with the writing, editing or publication of a book/ article/review 
entered forthe award shall not be eligible to serve on the Jury. 

18. The Jury will determine its own work procedure. 

19. The Jury shall select the award winners and give its report to the Government of India. 

20. The Jury will have the discretion to recommend that no award shall be given, if the book/articles/reviews 
entered do not come up to the required standard. 

21. The Government of India, after taking into account the number of books/articles entered in a particular 
language, may at its discretion, constitute small regional panels forthat particular language to recommend 
books/articles, which can then be adjudged by the National Book Jury. 

General : 

22. The freight/postal charges for the entries will be borne by the entrants. 

23. The decision of the Government of India in repect of matters not covered by these regulations shall be final. 

24. A person submitting an entry forthe award shall be deemed to have accepted these regulations.

ANNEXURE 

INDIAN PANORAMAr-2002 
Regulations 

1. Short Title And Commencement—These regulations may be called the Indian Panorama Regulations and come into force 
with immediate effect. 

2. Definations.—(a) In these regulations, unless the context otherwise refers, “Board” means the Central Board of Film 

Certification 

(b) “Directorate” means the Directorate of Film Festivals, Ministry of Information and Broadcasting. 

(c) "Panorama” means the Indian Panorama Section of the International Film Festival of India. 

(d) “Producer” includes an individual producer, a production company, Government department or a Government 
recognised Institute. 

(e) “Right Holder” means the owner of the negative who is authorised to order prints of cinematographic films on the 

laboratory for a particular film. 

3. Organisers.—Tire Indian Panorama Section will be organised by the Directorate of Film Festivals (hereinafter referred 
to as “Directorate”), Ministry of Information and Broadcasting. 

4. Alms.—The aim of Indian Panorama Regulations is to select feature and non-feature films of cinematic, thematic and 
aesthetic excellence, for the promotion of film art through the screening of these films in: 

(1) The Indian Panorama Section of International Film Festivals is held every year. 

(2) Participation in International Film Festivals abroad. 

(3) Screening in Indian Film Weeks held under Bilateral Cultural Exchange Programmes and Specialised Indian Film 
Festivals outside cultural exchange protocols. 

(4) Special Indian Panorama Festivals in India. 

5. Sections.—The Indian Panorama will have the following sections:— 

(1) Feature films, and 

(2) Non-feature films, 
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Indian Panorama 

6. (1) A maximum of 21 feature films with English subtitles and a maximum of 21 Non-feature films will be selected for the 

Indian Panorama 

(2) The best feature and non-feature films distinguished by cinematic, thematic and aesthetic excellence, produced in 
India and certified during the period mentioned in regulation 7.(1) selected out of the films entered every year 
shall be included in the Indian Panorama, in accordance with the procedure laid down in these Regulations 


Eligibility Conditions For Entry 

7 (1) A film in any Indian language and certified by the Central Board of Film Certification between 1st June2001 and31st 

May, 2002 is eligible for entry 

(2) A film in 1 6 mm 35 nun or in a wider gauge made in any Indian language and certified by the Central Board of Film 
Certification as a feature film, featurette irrespective of their length are eligible for feature film category. The question 
whether a film is a feature film or non-feature film shall be decided by the Feature Film jury and its decision shall be 
final Therefore, doubtful cases shall be referred to the Feature Film jury' for a decision. 

(3) For the non-feature films section, only those films that arc certified by the Central Board of Film Certification as 
Documcntory/Ncws reel 1 non-fiction/Shorl Fiction irrespective of their length are eligible 

(4) A film produced by a Film Institute recognised by the Government of India is eligible for entry with or without a censor 
certificate In case the film has no censor certificate, a specific certificate from the Head of the Organisation to the effect 
that the film has been produced by the Institute during the period mentioned in Regulation 7 (1) must be sent 
alongwilh the entry form. 

(5) Remakes of a film that was already included in the Panorama Section in previous years, dubbed versions and revised 
versions arc not eligible for entry. 

(6) a. In the case of co-production involving a foreign company, in addition to the aforesaid eligibility conditions for entry, 

the conditions as enumerated below will apply 

(i) The Indian production company should be registered in India 

(u) The title of the film should be registered as an Indian film title 

(iii) The Director should be an Indian national and the cast and technicians should be, predominantly Indian nationals. 
However, the non-feature films directed by the fonegn students of Film Institutes situated in India, will be eligible 
if their entries arc sent through their respective Institutes 

(iv) The negative should be available with the right-holder in India to strike prints. 

(v) Ihc applicant should have the right for sanctioning participation of the film in festivals in India and abroad as an 
Indian entry as well as special expositions of Indian cinema organised by the DFF as in the case of all other Indian 
Panorama films. 

Procedure For Entering Films 

X (1) A producer and/or right holder desirous of entering his/her fcalurc/non-fcalurc film in the Indian Panorama shall 
apply to the Director, Directorate of Film Festivals (IP Cell), Ministry of Information & Broadcasting, Siri Fort, 
Cultural Complex, August Kranti Marg, New Delhi-110049 Telefax 6499357 on the prescribed entry 
forms (Form IP-1 alongwilh forms IP-II, IP-III(a), lP-III(b),lP-III(c) alongw'ith certificate issued 
by Central Board of Film Certification. 

(2) Entries lor feature and non-feature films must be sent alongwilh a non-rcfundablc entry and films fee of Rs. 
2,500/- for feature films and Rs 750/- for non-feature category in the form of a crossed Demand Draft in favour 
of the “Pay & Accounts Officer (Main Secretariat) Ministry of Information & Broadcasting” payable at the 
State Bank of India, New Delhi. 

(3) The last date for receipt of applications in the Directorate of Film Festivals, New Delhi for feature and non- 
feature will be 17 June, 2002. 

(4) The Producer shall submit the print of the film preferably along with a VHS Copy to the Incharge, Print Unit 
Directorate of Film Festivals Ministry of Information & Broadcasting, Siri Fort Cultural Complex, August 
Kranti Marg. New Delhi- 1 10049, (Telefax 011-6493089) so as to reach on or before 17th June 2002. The freight 
cost of the print and the material for sending it to the Directorate shall be borne by the producer, 

(5) Each entry form shall be accompanied by the material detailed below : 

(a) Five copies of t lie detailed synopsis in English/Hindi Comprising of maximum 2 pages of standard A-4 size 
on bond paper; 

(b) A copy of the English/Hindi translation of the script. 
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(c) Four photographs of the Director, on glossy paper. 

(d) Bio-data of the Director. 

(e) Ten copies of posters of the film. 

(f) Six still photographs of scenes from the film (approx. 20 ems * 25 ems) on glossy paper, 

(g) An affidavit by the applicant, duly verified, declaring that the information furnished in the entry form and other 
forms submitted is true to the best knowledge of the applicant; that the print and VHS Copy of film being 
submitted as required under clause (4) above represents die certified version and that the applicant has not 
made any change whatsoever after certification by the Board. 

(6) In case of outstation entry; the print shall may be preferably airfreighted to the Incharge, Print Unit, Directorate 
of Film Festivals Ministry of Information & Broadcasting, Siri Fort Cultural Complex, August Kranti Marg. 
New Delhi- lit) 049, Telefax: 011 -6493089 with a separate intimation regarding consignment number and other 
details. 

(7) In case any of the requirements mentioned in this part, of the Regulation are not complied with by the producer, 
the entry is liable to be rejected summarily, 

SELECTION OF INDIAN PANORAMA HI MS 

9. (1) The films for inclusion in the feature-film section of the Indian Panorama shall be selected by the same 25-member jury, 

including chairperson, which is set up by the Directorate with the approval of the Government of India for the 
National Film Awards. Similarly, for selection of non-feature films shall be made by the same 5-member jury, including 
the chairperson, which is set up by the Directorate with the approval of the Govt, of India for the National Film Awards, 
provided that the films which is selected for the National Award for the Best Feature Film and Best Non-Feature Film 
of the year will also be included in the Indian Panorama if they have not been included in the Indian Panor ama of the 
previous year. 

(2) The juiy for feature films and Non-feature will be composed of distinguished persons from llie filed of cinema, other 
allied arts and humanities. 

(3) The Chairman of tire Feature Film Jury, may constitute a maximum of six panels from amongst the members of the jury. 

(4) Each panel will recommend not more than 25%of the films viewed by it for die combined viewing by the lull jury. 

(5) The jury shall have the right to recall not more than such percentage of total no. of entries received as has been 
decided by die jury before the screening of the films for the panels start. 

(6) Any person directly or indirccdy associated with the film entered for selection in feature or non-feature category, shall 
not be eligible to serve on any of die selection panels. 

(7) The Director of die Directorate and/or his/her nominee will be present at the time of the deliberations of the panels in 
order to provide information/clarifications, if any required by the panels. 

(8) The decisions of the juries for bodi feature and non-fealurc films shall be final and no appeal or correspondence 
regarding dieir decision shall be. entertained. 

ACQUISITION OF PRINTS OF FILMS SELECTED FOR THE INDIAN PANORAMA 

10. (1) In case a film is selected for the Indian Panorama, the Directorate will have the right to buy, on behalf of the 

Government of India in the Ministry of Information & Braidcasting, one or more prints diereof, at a cost not exceeding 
the actual price of the raw material and processing charges. 

(2) The Directorate will have the right to get the print sublided in English or/and in other languages. 

(3) If die Directorate asks for one or more video copies of the subtided print of die film, die producer shall either supply 
die same to the Directorate or allow the Directorate to make video copies on their own. However, if video copies are 
not supplied by the producer to the Directorate within a period of one month, the Directorate shall have the right to get 
die required number of video copies made on their own. Even when video copies arc supplied by the producer, the 
cost thereof, i.c. die price of the blank video cassette and the processing charges, will be borne by die Directorate. The 
video copies w ill not be used for public screenings, commercial or otherwise. 

(4) The print entered for the Indian Panorama shall be retained by the Directorate for spotting, in case die film is neither 
in English nor subtitled in English and shall be returned only after spotting is over. 

(5) In the aisc of a film selected for the Indian Panorama, all die material referred to in Regulation 8.(5) shall be kept by the 
Directorate for use as and when necessary'. The producer shall also supply on demand from die Directorate, addidonal 
publicity material to die Directorate to facilitate die participation of the film in various festivals as detailed in reguladon 
12 .( 2 ). ' 

(6) The National Film Development Corporadon will also have die right to buy one print of each of the films selected for 
the Indian Panorama at a cost not exceeding the actual price of the raw material and processing charges. 

(7) The authorisation in form IP-II shall be made use of by the National Film Archive of India. Pune for preservation 
and archival use and the authorisation in forms lP-III(a). IP-Ill(b) and IP-llI(c) shall be made use of by the 
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Directorate for use as in Regulations 12.(3) only in case a film is selected for the Indian Panorama. 

RETURN OF PRINTS 

11. (1) In the event of a film not being selected for the Indian Panorama, the print and the accompanying material shall be 

returned to the producer within 30 days of the final meeting of the Selection Panel. 

(2) The Directorate shall bear the return cost of despatch of the print and publicity material of the film. The print will be 
returned by the same mode by which it is sent by the producer. 

USE OF INDIAN PANORAMA FILMS 

12. (1) As mentioned in Regulation 4.( 1) the films for the Indian-Panorama will initially be used for screening at the Indian 

Panorama Section, provided that no claim of any kind would lie against the Directorate for their inability to show a film 
due to technical or any other reasons. 

(2) The prints will also be used for participation in various international film festivals. Indian film weeks organised in other 
countries. Indian Panorama Festivals and other non-commercial screenings, within the country' and abroad at the 
discretion of Directorate of Film Festivals and the Ministry of Information and Broadcasting. For all such screenings, 
the producer will not be eligible for any payment. Hc/She will however, be kept informed of such screenings. 

(3) The prints purchased by the National Film Development Corporation under these Regulations will be utilised for 
organising Indian Panorama Festivals and will not be utilised for any commercial purposes. The Indian Panorama 
Festivals will be organised by the National Film Development Corporation in accordance with tire guidelines prescribed 
by the Government of India 

ARBITRATION 

13. Should any dispute or differenccarise between the producer and the Directorate about any matter not covered by these 
Regulations, the same shall be referred to the Secretary, Ministry of Information and Broadcasting, Government of India, 
whose decision in the matter shall be final and binding on both the parties.
